Tropics Only Suitable For Colored 
Race Says Scientist 

The white races must eventually 
turn toward the polar regions In 
search of new homes, Dr. R. N. R. 
Brown, president of the Geographical 
section, told the British Association 
for the Advancement of Science at a 
meeting in Leeds, England. 

"There is no real evidence that the 
whites are suited for permanent resi¬ 
dence in the tropics,” Dr. Brown de¬ 
clared. “All evidence that is conclu¬ 
sive suggests that the colored races 
will eventually occupy the warm 
lands. 

"Eventually the tlde-of white set¬ 
tlement will definitely set northward, 
even to the Arctic seaa and in its 
flood destroy the present inhabl-

Contact Is Slowly Changing Their 
Character Says Dr. Banting 

Toronto.—The Eskimos are not yet 
raclaHy immune from the white 
man’s diseases, according to Dr. F. 
G. Banting, co-discoverer of insulin, 
who has just returned from a trip in 
the Arctic on the Government..-steam- 
; er Beothlc. 

Gradually increasing contact with 
white men is slowly changing the Es¬ 
kimo character, according to Dr. 
Banting’s observations. The trading 
companies, he said, are converting 
, the natives from tribes of hunters in- 
, io trappprs. they are being outfitted 
with woollen cloth/ng, fotmro. 
weapons, etc., and sent out to trap 
foxes. As a result tlieir industry of. 
hunting the cailbou and other ani¬ 
mals used largely in native economy 
is neglected. The native costume, 

, ami to some extent native diet, are 
' being transformed as a consequence. 

The native costume of the Eskimo, 
made of caribou hides with seal skin 
boots, weighs about one half that of 
the average winter-ciad Canadian 
citizen, but will withstand cold as in- 
tense as 60 degrees below zero. Hav¬ 
ing largely abandoned that clothing, 
the Eskimos are now suffering front 
tuberculosis and in 1926 a violent in¬ 
fluenza epidemic caused many deaths 
i among them.

Cannot Make Any Speeches Or.Serve 
On Committees 
nen will be, virtually exclud¬ 
ed from active politics by a new or- 
>r issued by the Admiralty. 

The order forbids any naval officer 
r man to make an addross to elec¬ 
tors or iu any manner allow himself 
to become a candidate for Parlia¬ 
ment. The prohibition applies also 
to the Parliament of Northern Ire¬ 
land, the Free State Dail and the 
Malta Parliament, and forbids speak¬ 
ing or appearing on the platform at 
political meetings or Hcrvlng on elec¬ 
tion committees. 

It is provided that naval officers 
must seek permission from naval au¬ 
thorities if they wish to enter t.h« 
political field.
